Superior, Wis.—A 52-year-old pho­ 
tographer and engraver confessed 
how he manufactured $50,000 in 
counterfeit $10 and $20 bills aweek 
ago because business was bad, Su­ 
perior police announced. 
The photographer, John Fugina, 
Gilbert, Minn., was arrested Tues­ 
day by Carl Young, northwest se­ 
cret service chief, and Superior po­ 
llee after he had been implicated 
with a counterfeit passing ring by 
Nick Madich, 35, Gilbert, who po­ 
lice had picked up as a “passer.” 
A third man was implicated in 
th* ring. Police said his name was 
Bosco Rossovich of Evcleth. Fu­ 
gina was reported to have con­ 
fessed that he started manufacture 
of the bills on April 12. 
Fugina and Rossovich were to 
share equally with 
him on all 
money passed. About $3,000 worth 
of good money was reported to 
have been obtained by the men for 
their counterfeit. 
The counterfeit money had ap­ 
peared In a number of towns in the 
Duluth area of Minnseota.

Courtroom, 
Sonolulu — Thaila 
Fortescue Massie, winsome 21-year- 
old wife of Lt. Thomas H. Massif!, 
came into court Wednesday to de­ 
fend her husband, her m other and 
two sailors in the honor slaying of 
Joe Kahahawai. 
She was expected to go on the 
stand as the final defense witness 
after Prosecutor John Kelley fin­ 
ished cross-examination of Dr. Ed­ 
ward H. Williams, 
Los 
Angeles’ 
psychiatrist. 
It was her first apeparance since 
the trial started. She looked frigh­ 
tened and nervous. 
Dr. Williams went on the stand 
for cross-examination. 
Consulted in Thaw Case 
Under cross-fire Williams plunged 
aagin into his previous testimony, 
asserting a “m ental bombshell” ex­ 
ploded in Massie’s brain as he stood 
over Kahahawai with a gun. 
During cross-examination of Wil­ 
liams it was brought out that he 
was consulted during the famous 
H arry K. Thaw case. 
Massie showed signs of nervou-- 
ness, 
evidently 
anticipating 
his 
wifes ordeal on the witness stand. 
The defense’s first admission that 
Lt. Massie was the actual slayer 
of Kahahawai—one of the alleged 
attackers—came 
with 
startling 
suddenness from Dr. 
Thomas 
J. 
Orbison as he gave an expert’s ver­ 
sion of the shooting. 
“In my opinion,” Dr. Orbison 
said, “Massie was insane when he 
killed Kahahawai.” 
“He wanted Kahahawai to con­ 
fess that he attacked Mrs. Massie, ’ 
Dr. Orbison continued suavely. “By 
shooting Kahahawai, 
Massie 
de­ 
feated his very purpose. 
His rea­ 
soning was distinctly imperfest.” 
Lt. Massie had testified he held 
a gun “to 
frighten” 
Kahahawai 
while he and Mrs. Fortescue taxed 
the native for a confession. When 
the native said, “yes, we done it,” 
Massie’s mind became a blank and 
he knew nothing of what followed. 
he declared. 
“Grief and shock” induced by the 
attack on Mrs. Massie produced in­ 
sanity in Lt. Massie, the doctor 
said. 
He said he believed it was 
true that Massie’s mind became a 
blank. 
Prosecutor John C. Kelley search­ 
ingly cross-questioned Dr. Orbison 
in an effort to darw t compromise 
statem ent f ’om him, but the alien­ 
ist insisted he believed Massie was 
completely insane at the time of 
the slaying, 
Dr. Williams, who was an expert 
witness in the Los Angeles trial 
of William Edward Hickman for 
the slaying of Marion Parker an i 
the Phoenix.

GERMANY TO OMIT 
MENTION OF WAR 
DEBTS IN BUDGET 


U. S. CONSIDERS BRITISH AC­ 
TION INDICATION OF EX­ 
PECTED ADJUSTMENTS 


BULLETIN! 
Washington — Determination 
to write a tax bill on the as­ 
sumption that foreign govern­ 
ments will pay their debts to 
the United States during the 
next fiscal year was expressed 
today by members of the sen­ 
ate finance committee includ­ 
ing Chairman Smoot. 
The budget contemplates re­ 
ceipts of $269,976,571 In foreign 
debt payments of which about 
$171,000,000 would come from 
Great Britain. No provision for 
her payment was made by 
Great Britain in the British 
budget submitted to parliament 
yesterday. 


Berlin—Germany's budget for the 
next fiscal year will omit mention 
of reparations; following the ex­ 
ample of Great Britain, it wa.s sai l 
reliably Wednesday. 
Government officials, anxious to 
avoid the appearance of meddling 
with, inter-allied debts, were re­ 
ticent about B ritain’s action, but 
the newspapers reported the news 
with elation. 
Financiel daily, Booerse Courier, 
called the British budget a “death 
sentence on reparations.”

Scores Moneyed Interests 
Of Mrs. Charles H. Sabin’s wom­ 
an’s prohibition reform organisa­ 
tion, Mrs. Nicholson said: 
“These rich ‘wet’ society women, 
who are determined to have boose, 
have the help of their allies, the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, and are backed by the 
brewers and distillers in their ef­ 
forts to bring back liquor. 
“It’s the big money back of their 
movement and not the people, for 
this country Is dry, and if there is 
any doubt about it, let one of the 
political parties again name a wet 
candidate for president in 1932, and 
the constitutional men and women 
of this country will give them such 
a licking as they never dreamed of, 
and 1928 won’t be a circumstance.” 
Miss Lilliara Wald of the Henry 
street settlement, New Y^rk, told 
the committee th at “drunkenness 
20 years ago and drunkenness to­ 
day are as smallpox before and 
since men learned vaccination ” 
A delegation of the women called 
later and presented President Hoo­ 
ver with a resolution infirm ing him 
that "we cannot accept a recom 
mendation by either pjurty to pre­ 
sent a dry candidate on a wet plat 
form, since we could i^ot trust the 
sincerity of any candidate willing 
to lend himself to such a plan.”

MYSTERY BLASTJROCKS 
COAL MININO VILLAGE 


Cadiz, O.—A mysterious explo­ 
sion of terrific force Wednesday 
rocked

lage of Ewett, located In the heart 
of the troubled area.

A. Arbuckle said every house ir. 
the hamelt was rocked by the de­ 
tonation. 
The source of the blast 
was undetermined. 
The explosion occurred shortly 
after national guard officials re­ 
ported the theft of five quarts of 
nitroglycerin. 
They refused to re­ 
veal where it had been taken but 
said they had positive Information 
as to the identity of the thieves. 
It was believed the explosion was 
touched off in one of the several 
strip mines that dot the area. 


A sporadic outburst of revolver 
fire was reported during the night 
in the vicinity of Adena, locale of 
the Goodyear Tire A Ruber com­ 
pany’s Somer’s mine, but no one 
was injured.

World w ar veterans were unified in 
support of the bonus bill, and read 
telegrr.: t from amny Legionnaire?, 
leding him support In his stand. 
He and Durham criticized th* Q- 
nancial advisability of the bill. 


Chicago—Legislation establishing 
the “domestic allotment plan,” a 
proposal which its sponsors claim 
would make effective the tariff on 
farm products was asked Wednes­ 
day by a group of western agri­ 
culturists. 
The group urged congress to test 
the plan for wheat, cotton and to­ 
bacco crops 
The conference was 
called by W. L. Stockson, Clarks­ 
ton, Mont., vice president of the 
Montana Stjate Farm Bureau. 
The domestic and export wheat 
crops would be segregated, spon­ 
sors of the plan explained. The por­ 
tion 
needed 
for 
domestic 
uses 
would be allocated to states, coun­ 
ties and farm ers on the basis of 
their 5-pear production 
average. 
Each fawner would receive a cer­ 
tificate untitling him to raise a cer­ 
tain am ount of wheat for domestic 
Bale. The rem ainder of his wheat 
would be sold for export or fed to 
livestock. W heat could not be sold 
domestically without the allotment 
certificate and miller! would be re­ 
quired 
to pay approximately 42 
cents for the certificate In addition 
to th* wheat price. 
“This would make Die tariff of 
42 dents a bushel immediately ef­ 
fective,” on* expert said. “The plan 
would be put 
into 
effect 
when 
agreed to by a m ajority of wheat 
land owners. 
“Production control or price fix­ 
ing would not be attempted. 


W ashington—The first Republi 
can prohibition referendum pie 
definitely known to have emanated 
from within the Hoover cabinet has 
been outlined to the United Press 
Would Call Election 
Thin proposal which later may 
become Ihe official administration 
plan, provides that congress should 
iy majority vote call a special Bat 
tional election on prohibition to be 
held in an off year. Congree* would 
fix th* time and appropriate for 
the entire expenses. 
This election would constitute 
national 
referendum. 
Delegates 
would be elected to a special con­ 
vention which would complete the 
process of shaking down sentiment 
and crystallising it either into a rec­ 
ommendation against any change 
or into specific proposals for modi 
flc&tion or repeal. 
Technically it would still be nec- 
esary under the constitution for 
congress to take these proposals 
and officially by a two-thirds vote 
of each House submit them to the 
states for ratification. 
Dem* Brand Plan 
Influential Democrats are anxious 
also to get the issue out of party 
politics, but one of them who has 
given much study to this problem 
said this Republican plan was elm 
ply a proposal for another “com­ 
mission” since the constitutional 
convention could be only advisory. 
He said it would be just like the 
W ickersham commission so far as 
any authority went. 
This 
plan 
is 
being 
discussed 
among cabinet members but can 
not be fairly referred to as an “ad­ 
ministration plan"—yet. It is spon­ 
sored by one of President Hoover’s 
most trusted advisors. 
But he is 
still trying it out and encouraging 
discussion of it among its intimates. 
If it stands the test of this Inner 
circle debate, it may emerge later 
with the sanction of the highest 
party authority.

Henry Hendrickson, 50, foreman, survived by Hit widow, 
two sons and a daughter. 
Ray Barber, 40, also leaves widow, two sons and a 
daughter. 
Swan Hokanson, 50, unmarried. 
The time of the crash was established at 9 :3 0 a. rn. 
Members of the locomotive crew were: H. Verboncocn, 
engineer; S. Gates, fireman; John McNaughton, conductor, all 
of Duluth, no injuries. 
The locomotive was traveling light, returning from Staples 
to Duluth after carrying a special train chartered by the theatri­ 
cal company of “The Green Pastures” to transport their theatri­ 
cal talent. 
The play was given at Duluth and the cast had been 
taken to the main line route at Staples.

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THE HEROES OF THE TITANIC— 


Human beings seem unable to let anniversaries go un­ 
celebrated. 
So, the other day, brief ceremonies were held on 
both sides of the Atlantic, and short articles were printed in the 
newspapers, commemorating the fact that 20 years ago the 
liner Titanic foundered in mid-ocean, carrying some 1500 people 
to the bottom. 
It is odd, the way time can dull the edges of a tragedy. 
Of that disaster there is left, today, none of the grief, none of 
the horror; only a bright realization of the depths of heroism 
that are to be found in the average human heart. 
For that is the chief thing one thinks of, in rereading the 
accounts of the Titanias sinking. The people who awoke out of 
peaceful sleep to learn that they must die in the darkness of the 
empty Atlantic went to their doom, almost without exception, 
with gallantry and quiet fortitude. 
And that, after all, is the great test— unexpectedness, 
suddenness. 
An unforseen crisis brings out, unfailingly, what is 
in a man. 
He has no time to get himself ready, no time to 
throttle fear and lack of it in a dungeon. 
Like Conrad’s Lord 
Jim, if he has cowardice in his heart it will come out, in spite 
of anything he can do. 
Heroes are not made in a twinkling. 
They develop 
through the long years when n oheroism is needed; they develop 
indeed, without themselves knowing it. 
Day by day, night by 
night, the things they are, the things they say and think and 
dream, build up a reservoir of bravery which can be drawn upon 
when an emergency comes. 
So it was with the men who sank with the Titanic. From 
the bunks in the steerage and the crew’s quarters, from the lux­ 
urious stateroom of the first-class group, they came on deck to 
discover that a highly unpleasant death was half an hour away. 
And there was no panic. 
Women and children were helped into 
the few life boats, and those who were to die waved cheerful 
goodbys. 
The cross-section of humanity represented on the 
Titanic testified magnificently to the bravery of the race. 


UNDY— A LEGEND— 


That was an interesting little story from Minneapolis the 
other day, telling how Colonel Lindbergh has replaced such a 
famous character as Jack of the beanstalk legend in the hearts 
of modern children. 
University of Minnesota scientists, as you may remember, 
made the test. 
Out of IOO kindergarten children, they found 
that 90 knew who Lindbergh was and what he had done— and 
only 58 knew about the famous JacL 
There probably is some sort of moral behind all of this, 
but what it may be is hard to discover. It certainly does testify, 
though, to the completeness with which the famous aviator has 
taken possession of the hearts of American youth. The man has 
already become a legend; and the legend is apt to last for a 
great many years.

AN AMAZING RECORD— 


Reports filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
recently show that American railroads made a truly amazing 
safety record in the transportation of passengers during 1931. 
In the entire year, only four passengers were killed and 
493 were injured. 
Considering the number of people carried on American 
trains annually, this represents a safety record of surprising ex­ 
cellence. 
One wreck can easily destroy a dozen lives and injure 
a score of people. 
The 1931 performance is easily the best 
American railroads have ever made. 


A MILE OF RAILWAY— 


A recent editorial in “Railway Age” asks: “Would you 
like to own a mile of railway?” 
It then shows the income tax 
report the proud owner of this average mile would file. 
His investment in property in the mile of line would 
have amounted to $110,000 in 1931, as compared with $106,- 
000 in 1929 and $108,500 in 1930. 
The transportation of 
freight would have produced $13,410 in 1931— and $19,909 
in 1929, and $16,833 in 1930. 
Passenger traffic would have 
brought $1,766 in 1931, $3,601 in 1929, and $3,006 in 1930. 
Combined the revenue from other sources, such as the mails, his 
gross revenues would have amounted to $17,445 in 1931, and 
$26,204 in 1929, and $22,018 rn 1930. 
Expenses for maintenance of roadway, buildings, equip­ 
ment and so on, would have been $13,447 in 1931, as compared 
with, $18,791 in 1929 and $16,385 in 1930. 
He would still 
have to pay taxes and rentals for equipment and jointly used 
facilities. 
These items would have reached a total of $1,811 
for 1931, $ 1,987 for 1930 and $2.162 for 1929. 
Thus, our owner’s net return on an investment well in ex-t 
cess of $100,000, would have been $2,187 in 1931, $5,251 in 
1929 and $3,646 in 1930— or 1,98 per cent, 4.95 per cent ana 
3.36 per cent, respectively. 
Even in years of intense, inflated prosperity the roadjs 
were unable t oearn a return of as much as five per cent— and 
now their profits have dropped to the vanishing point. 
Of all 
great industries, the rails are in the most precarious position— 
and no industry i« more necessary to industrial development and 
the public welfare. 
That is worth thinking over. 


Editor of Dispatch: 


The nation-wide poll being taken 
by a leading periodical and the up­ 
roar in and out of congress over 
the proposed beer bill, has caused 
a flood of m isrepresentation and 
m isstatement of facts, as is usual 
whenever, and where ever the liq­ 
uor question is brought up. 
To begin with 4 per cent, or even 
2.75 per cent, beer is intoxicating 
as has been proven both in and out 
of court, times without number, 
and is plainly contrary to the 18th 
Amendment, w ithout regard to the 
Volstead law. 
So th at Senator Bingham is in 
one of three classes. 
He is either 
a nullifier and a traito r to our con- 
constitution, or a fool, or thinks 
other people are and don’t know 
w hat intoxicating liquor is, or he’s 
just a cheap politician trying to 
curry favor with the booze inter­ 
ests. 
The poll, on its face, seems like 
a tremendously wet vote, but when 
examined along w ith facts is prob­ 
ably not so wet as would appear 
at first glance. 
In the first place, everybody is 
tired to death with the constant 
"To Do” about the bootleg business, 
and decent people heartily wish 
the whole mess could be bundled 
up and sunk in mid ocean, or some 
other place out of sight and hear­ 
ing, but ja rre d this beniflcent end­ 
ing, are showing their displeasure 
in the only way they have an op­ 
portunity to show it, i. e. by voting 
against a continuous unsatisfactory 
situation. 
Putting it in another way, they 
had prohibition as it has been car­ 
ried out, and an ideal situation to 
choose. It is quite natural the ma­ 
jority choose the supposedly ideal. 
One will note, the question was 
not Prohibition vs Saloon, nor Pro­ 
hibition vs License, nor Prohibition 
vs State Control or any other defi­ 
nite system, it was and is Prohibi­ 
tion vs an Ideal.

A splendid (?) program to re­ 
lieve the dear people in 
these 
strenous times—if one goes no fur­ 
ther.

Taking up these items of propo- 
ganda (for propoganda it is and 
nothing else) in the order given, 
it tnust be remembered that for the 
thousands of dollars put into brew­ 
eries and 
distilleries, 
the 
same 
would be withdrawn from other le­ 
gitim ate enterprises, and 
it 
has 
been conclusively shown years ago, 
th at for the num ber of men em­ 
ployed in the different enterprises, 
per thousand of invested capital, 
the liquor business was practical­ 
ly a t the foot of the list. 
The next beneficient (?) item the 
liquor advocate 
would 
have 
us 
swallow is the $347,000,000 to flow 
into the public treasury. 
They do 
not state how m any billions the 
people of this country would have 
to drink up—worse than wasted— 
to put th at paltry (in comparison) 
am ount in the treasury, nor do our 
wet frineds hint at the immense 
amount, every city, county, town­ 
ship, and village would have to 
spend to take care of the paupers, 
drunkards, and their families, nor 
the added burden of police protec­ 
tion and other expenses, the differ­ 
ent divisions of government would 
have to stand for. 
The next great philanthropic (?) 
move our wet friends propose is to 
help out the farm er. 
Fortunately 
we have one of their own number 
for authority as to Just how much 
their proposition would help. 
Back in 1917 Mr. Pabst, head of 
one of largest breweries in the 
world, presented figures to a com­ 
m ittee of congress, indicating that 
less than % of I per cent. of the 
farm ers’ grain, was used to m ake 
liquor. To put it a little different­ 
ly, less than Vt per cent, of I per 
c en t of corn, rye and other grains 
was used for hard liquor—too small 
an amount to either affect the sur­ 
plus or price—and for beer, less 
than 3% bushels of barley, for each 
barley farm er was used, just about 
enough to fatten one hog, or slop 


the two legged anim al a year, if 
he didn’t m ake too much of a pig 
of himself. 
Note this, the $347,000,000 the 
beer advocates promise 
for 
the 
treasury is the m inimum and bold­ 
ly assure us 
we 
m ight 
obtain 
$800,000,000 
a year with a tax of 
about 2c a glass. 
Im agine if you 
can the billions th at would have to 
be guzzled to bring in any such 
revenue. 
The more the revenue 
the worse off the people, for money 
spent for booze, won’t buy milk, or 
cream, nor shoes, nor clothing, nor 
automobiles or other necessities or 
luxuries we Americans enjoy. 
There is scarcely 
a 
legitimate 
business in the whole category that 
would not suffer from this booze 
business. 
Even 
the 
soft-drink 
business, that is said to now employ 
some 400,000 people would be near­ 
ly cut in half. 
To those who superficially. claim 
th at more liquor 
is 
drank 
now 
than ever, please note th a t when 
prohibition was enacted, revenues 
and licenses showed th a t we as a 
nation drank nearly $90 of liquor 
per family every year. 
I should 
like to meet any m an th at claims 
we, as a people, a r e , drinking any­ 
thing like such an am ount at this 
time, and can give any valid rea­ 
son for such belief.* 
Note above all, th a t if we tax 
liquor, we raise the price, which 
would help the bootlegger, and il­ 
licit trade, and a t same tim e make 
it harder to bring, them to justice, 
and conviction. 
In my humble opinion, the liq­ 
uor business hasn’t a peg to stand 
on, nor an excuse for existence in 
any form.

Republican heroine who led troops 
in the Easter rebellion of 1916, the 
Sinn Feiners issued a statement 
challenging Do Valera’s right to

government,

that they alone were entitled to 
role because ’The government of 
the republic” was established on 
Easter Suaday, IMC 
The statem ent was made soon af­ 
ter an important commercial firm 
had warned that separation from 
Great Britain would mean the dis­ 
charge of about half of Its WOO 
smployes.

“Self respecting citizens o f the 
republic have an oath written in 
martyrs’ blood and registered In 
heaven,” the Sinn Fein statement 
said. “The governm ent of the Irish 
Republic, regarding itself as the 
legim itate and constiutted author­ 
ity, will adhere to its attitude and 
in conform ity with its solemn oath 
maintain the position left us as the 
stared heritage of 
the martyred 
dead.” 
Recent agitation for a united Ire­ 
land alarmed 
Ulster officials to 
such an extent that Prime Minis­ 
ter Lord Cr&igavon went to London 
for a conference with Dominions 
Secretary Jv H. Thomas.

of poison bran to be spread in the 
infested areas.

chairman and sent to the state,” 
Roth said.
